Editor Tribune: 


You are, ere this, probably aware that I 


am going across the ocean to invite the 
wealthier and better class ot the people of 
Ireland to come out to the wetland en- 
gage in agriculture while yet lands are to 
be had at reasonable prices. 


Last Tuesday week 
some friends sub- 


milled a resolution to the Dakota Legis- 
lature, endorsing me for tendering my 
free and voluntary service in talking up 
Dakota. Singularly (to me) there were 
some members, both in the council and 
house, who knew nothing of me (what is 
fame?) and what was still more surprising 
to me, amongst the number of members 
who had known me long and intimately, 
none thought it necessary to tell the re- 
mainder who I was or anything ot my 
past record.

It 
is wicked to go to horse races if you bet 
on the wrong horse. Ouce there was a cro- 
quet tournament iu a large city, and the 
editor of u paper knew that somebody 
must write it up. So he spoke to the 
sporting reporter. "What have 1 got to 
do with those dizzy croquet players," 
said the sporting reporter. "That's a so- 
ciety event.'1 ''I guess you are right,'' re- 
plied the editor; so you can go up in the 
country about tno miles north of where 
the streetcars run aud see if it looks as if 
we would have an early spring; and then 
this evening there are four land-league 
meetings for you to look after."

tough. Perhaps some other time I may 
tell you more about the reporters. Many 
of them are married and live happily with 
their wives, because they never see them 
except when they come home to go to bed.

The ice has broken at Buford; at Ste- 


venson ; at Stand ing Rock, but still sticks 
at Bismarck. The "break" is expected 
every hour, and may have occurred be- 
fore this reaches the reader's eye. Th e 
water is over the banks and the bottom 
south of the city is covered. 
Yesterday 


was the best thawing day of the seasen, 
but not enough to make any serious in- 
road into the snowy fl?ece that covers the 
neighboring hills and valleys. At Senti- 
nel Butte, west of the Little Missouri, the 
mercury was above seventy on Thursday, 
and all through Montana the same balmy 
current seemed to flow. The spring wa- 
ters of Montana have been rushing by our 
landing for a month and ought lo be all 
out, 
bul ihere is no sign of any let up at 


present. Crossing on tfcre ic« is only ac- 
complished with the assistance of a yawl 
boat. Messrs. Hager, Kurtz and Shields 
were in a party that came over Thursday 
evening after dark. They had a boat bui 
thai preventive didn't save Mr. Hager 
from a (lucking.

POLICY OF ALEXANDER in. 


The minister of foreign affaiis has addressed 


the following to the Russian representatives 
abroad: 
His majesty, tho emperor, on ascending the 


throne of his ancestors, assumes as his inheri- 
tance tho traditions consecrated by time and 
their acts. Russia has now attained her full 
development. Feelings of jealously and discon- 
tent are equally foreign to her. The emperor 
will first give attention to the internal develop- 
ment of the state. The emperor's foreign policy 
will be entirely pacific. IJusma will remain 
faithful to her friends, will reciprocate the 
friendliness of all states and act in common 
with other governments in maintaining a gener- 
al peace. Only the duty of protecting her hon- 
or or security may divert her from her work of 
internal development. The emperor will en- 
deavor to strengthen her power, advance her 
welfare and secure her prosperity without de- 
triment to others. These are the principles by 
which the policy of the emperor will invariably 
be guided., The emperor charges you to bring 
these declarations to the knowledge of the gov- 
ernment to: which you are acei edited, and to 
communicate thia"dispatch to the minister of 
foreign affairs.

Superstition in He:;:ir<l to Tliciu 


—How a Kobe \V;i- Ure-M'il. 


From the American Naturalist. 


AVhite buffalo have frequently been seou 


and killed. 
All the Indian tribes regard 


them as "big medicine," but they h:>ve dif- 
ferent superstitions regarding them. For 
instance, Catlin, the painter, %jhile union-; 
the Mandans in 1832, saw u ^'hite bufl'alo 
robe erected on n pole in their village as :i 
sacrifice to the great spirit. 
It had been 


purchased from the Jilackfeet, who killed 
the buffalo, for eight horses and a quantity 
of goods. On the other hand the Coiuuiiches 
believe it very dangerous to see a white 
buffalo. 
In 1869 I saw a youn" Comanche 


who had seen a white buffalo it-turn to his 
camp almost dead with fear. 
He was taken 


to his tent, the medicine men were sent for 
aud they smoked him arid kept up incanta- 
tions over him day and night for a week. 
When he came out he believed that he had 
a very narrow escape from death. 
In 


1809 a white buffalo was killed by a white 
man on tho north fork of the Red river 
I. T.. and the hide presented to General 
Griersou. He desired to have it dressed to 
preserve it, but failed to get any Indian to 
undertake the task for a loug time. At 
last he prevailed on n Comaiiche chief 
named " Horseback" to have the operation 
preformed. " Horseback" selected one of 
his squaws, had the "medicine mau" o f 
his band go through various ceremonies 
over her to preserve her life and then placed 
her in a teepee some distance from his 
camp, where the hide was taken to her by a 
soldier and brought away by him when 
dressed. No other Indian would look at 
the hide, much less touch it. Her food was 
left at some distance from her teepee, and 
when the robe was dressed "medicine" 
ceremonies were held over her before she 
was allowed' to re join the camp. I twitted 
"Horseback" about the fear of the robe, 
calling his attention to the fact that no 
harm befell any of the white men who 
handled the robe, bnt he answered that 
such might be thie case, but what was " bad 
medicine" for a Comanche might be " good 
medicine" for a white man aud vice versa. 
He proposed to take no risks' iu the matter.

was discovered, and that part of the wheat 
which was formerly fed to stock now makes 
the best and highest priced flour in market. 
But the time has come when the famous 
burr stones are superseded, and wheat is 
no longer to be ground, but crashed or 
cracked. In all the best mills in Minneap- 
olis the millstones have been taken ont and 
the Hungarian steel rollers have taken their 
places. These rollers are about thirty inch- 
es long and eight inches in diameter. It 
takes five sets of rollers to finish the flour. 
Each set of rollers runs closer than the pre- 
ceding. After the wheat passes each set of 
rollers it is bolted or sifted through coarse 
cloth. This cloth lets the disintegrated 
particles of wheat through and passes off 
the bulky and large pieces, which ar«a run 
through another and closer set of rollers 
and cracked again. The last rollers have 
little else but white hulls and the waxy 
germs of the wheat, which do not crack up, 
but smash down like a piece of wax. The 
germ of a kernel of wheat is not good food. 
It makes flour black. By the old millstone 
process this waxy germ was ground up with 
the starchy portion, and bolted through 
with the flour. By the new system of crack- 
ing the kernels, instead of grinding it this 
germ is r ot ground, but is flattened out and 
sifted or bolted out, while the starchy por- 
tions of the wheat are crushed into powder- 
ed wheat or flour. 


How to Wash Clothes Without Fading. 


A lady correspondent sends us the follow- 


ing receipt, which she has tried with suc- 
cess on all kinds tit fabrics: Wash and 
peel Irish potatoes, and then grate them 
into cold water. 
Saturate the articles to b'e 


washed in this potato water, snd they can 
then be washed with soap without any 
running of the color. I have taken oil out 
carpets saturated with this potato water, 
when simple cold water would make the 
color run ruinously? have set the color in 
figured muslins, in colored merines, in 
ribbons and other silk goods. 
Often the 


potato water cleanses sufficiently without 
the use of soap; but the latter is necessary 
where there is any grease. In such cases 
(without soap) I take the grated potato it- 
self and rub the goods with a flannel rag. 
In woolen goods it is necessary to strain the 
water, else the particles will adhere, but 
this is not necessary in goods from which 
they can be well shaken.

On hearing Lord Thurlow's impreca- 
tion, Pitt is said to have rushed out of the 
House, exclaiming several times, "Oh, 
what a racal!" Burke, on the same occasion, 
muttered, " The best thing that can happen 
to yon;" and Wilkes, eying the chancellor 
askance, said sotto voce, "God forget you, 
he will see yon d 
first." 


George IV was protesting that jje could not 


do what he had said, on his honor as a gen- 
tleman, he would not do. "Par don me si re," 
said th« duke of Wellington; "I don't agree 
with you at all. Your majesty is not a gen- 
tleman. The king started. "Your majesty, 
I say," continued the impertubable soldier, 
"is not a gentleman, but the sovereign of 
England, with duties to your people far 
above any to yourself."'

Equally ready was his parody ou three mem- 
bers of parliament, Cols. S'ibtborp,Percival 
and Verner, two of whom looked as if they 
never needed a razor, and the third as if 
he repudiated one;— 
"Three colonels, in three distant countries 


born, 
Lincoln, Armage. and Sligo did adorn; 
The first in matchless impudence surpassed: 
The next in bigotry, in both the lust 
The force of nature could no further go, 
To beard the third she shaved the other two " 


John Bright's scriptural illustrations are 


often marked by a singular beauty as well 
as pertinence. 
Referring to his own reluc- 


tance to accept office, hb said that he had 
always been charmed by the btory of the 
Shunammite woman contained in a single 
verse of the Old Testament. In return for 
hospitality the prophet wibhed to make her 
some amends, and said, "Shall I speak for 
thee to the king, or to the captain of the 
host?" Bright went on to say that it had 
always appeared to him a great answer that 
the Sfaunammite woman returned. She 
said, "I dwell among mine own people." 


Perhaus the aptest illustration ever em- 


ployed by Disraeli was his criticism on the 
tactics of Sir Robert Peel: "The right 
honorable gentleman caught the whigs bath- 
ing and walked away with their clothes." 
We need not say that the metaphor precise- 
ly describes Disraeli's own strategy in pass- 
ing the second reform bill, a measure which 
his own colleague, Lord Derby, termed "a 
leap in the dark," but to which he was re- 
conciled by the reflection that "\\e have 
dished the whigs.'' 


Sheridan described Dnhdasas one ''who 


generally resorts to his memory for his jokes 
and to his imagination for his factb." Ask- 
ed bv some one, on the conclusion of his 
speech on the Hastings tnal, how he came 
to compliment Gibbon with the epithet "lu- 
minous," which so delighted the historian, 
Sheridan answered in a half-whisper, "I 
said voluminous." But perhaps none of 
Sheridan's elaborate epigrams produced 
such an effect upon his auditors as an un- 
premediated sentence uttered in the course 
of a debate on the liberty of the press: 
"Give them," said he, "a comipt House of 
Lords, give them a venal House of Com- 
mons, give them a tyranical prince, give 
them a truckling court, and let me have but 
an unfettered press, I will defy them to en- 
croach a hair's breadth upon the liberties of 
England." 


Bismark's Strength and Weakness. 


From the London Spectator. 


There is a weakness somewhere in Prince 


Bismarck. If he is to be judged solely by 
his career, there never was a man so strong. 
He has attempted the moft temble under- 
takings, and has succeeded in them all. 
He engaged Austria to help him in wrest- 
ing Schleswig-Holstein 
from Denmark, 


then deprived Austria of her t-hare in the 
spoil; then in a seven weeks' war drove 
Austria from Germany, added one-half to 
his master's dominions, and finally estab- 
lished the hegemony of Prussia. While ac- 
complishing these feats he kept Russia 
quiet, soothed 
the Emperor Napoleon 


with promises, and then, when he was no 
longer trusted, marched on Paris, over- 
threw the Napoleonic Empiie, and clutched 
two provinces more. Changing Germany 
into an Empire, he has ruled it for 10 years 
with complete success thus far—that he 
has mastered a reluctant court and a dis- 
contented people, has kept off all enemies, 
has controlled all allies' has assumed a kind 
of dipomatic headship in Europe, has made 
the army far stronger than ever, has filled 
the treasury, has reduced parliament to a 
debating society, and with Germany at the 
top of the world, has compelled all Ger- 
mans to accept him as the necessary buck- 
ler of the country, the • one indispensable 
man. It is a wonderful career, one which 
only Carlyle could have fittingly described; 
but there is a weakness in the hero, never- 
theless. 
He cannot make, or find, or keep, 


deputy Bismarcks. There never was a man 
of his rank among statesmen who had such 
trouble with his agents, "who failed so ut- 
terly to secure the help without which any 
brain however great, any energy however 
matchless, must ultimately be exhausted.
